north and south. 
Early in 1863, young Burgess, 
ac 
companied by th** late Joseph Peter­ 
son. William Burton and Thomas (, 
Thompson, ran away to Pittsburg and 
enlisted in the Third Pennsylvania ar 
tiiiery. 
They served in the sam e unit 
during the rem ainder of the war. Soon 
after the surrender of Lee, Mr. Bur­ 
gess was stationed at F ortress Mon 
roe.
